CHOOSING A DEALER 

Remember to use extreme care if you plan to 
buy a used car from an independent dealer. 
Check his credit rating through the local bank, 
check his standing in the community, check 
his membership in fraternal organizations, 
his war record, the brand of hair tonic he 
uses, but mainly, as the most reliable guide 
to selecting a reputable, honorable, used 
car dealer, be sure to patronize one who 
calls himself either JOLLY, SMILING or 
HONEST, especially if the words JOLLY, 
SMILING or HONEST are painted before his 
name in big splashy loud colored signs in front 
of his lot. 

Listen for the commercials on the radio. If 
you hear one that is sung every fifteen minutes 
to a bouncy rock-and-roll lune you can't get 
out of your head, that’s the man to buy your 
used car from!

5. ASH TRAY 

Check for depth and capacity. Do not be fooled 
by initial depth probing, you may have only 
reached false bottom caused by large cigar 
but wedged in tightly.
